llalzac'rt  Female  Friends. 

_  ac  met  the  celebrated  Dueliesse 

d’Alir.  .ntes  at  the  house  of  Sophie  Gay 
in  the  time  of  Louis  XVIII.  Her  high 
spirits,  her  knowledge  of  the  world,  the 
styan^  e  career  she  had  passed  through, 
rendi*  eil  her  a  very' interesting  object  to 
lilt*  author  of  "La  ComeUie  Ilumaim*.” 
Sin*  bad  a  giHNl  figure,  a  pleakintjaee. 
chestnut  hair,  and  the  prestige  of  t  lie 
inqieiial  world,  of  which  she  had  lieen 
one  pf  tlie  queens.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  khe  suggested  the  glorification  of 
the  forties,  of  which  mention  has  l»een 
made;  and  certainly  the  vicissitude  of 
her  fortune  must  have  supplied  to  an 
imaginative  mind  many  sad  reflections  I 
on  tile  instability  of  human  happiness. 

Wlien  she  published  her  “Memoirs"  j 
Balzac  was  of  great  service  for  lier,  for 
he  wjas  not  a  bail  hand  at  driving  a  liter¬ 
ary  bargain.  But  no  re-enforcement  of 
her  finances  proved  more  than  tempi-  j 
rary.  In  the  golden  days  of  Napileon  she  1 
had  contracted  an  extravagance  she 
nev<*r  could  master.  Her  circumstamvs 
weiit  from  bid  to  worse,  and  at  last,  in  I 
1833,  the  sjdeiulid  mistress  of  the  most 
fashionable  salon  of  the  empire,  after 
Injuring  from  her  sick  Ih-«1  her  effects  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  hammer,  had  to  Is*  removed 
to  hslgings  still  more  humble,  where,  in 
absolute  squalor,  attended  only  by  her 
faithful  maid,  she  passed  unnoticed  from 
lifd. 

(Seorges  Sand  was  not  introduced  to 
Balzac  till  1831.  Slu-  had  then  w  ritten 
dfidiana"  anil  he  the  "Peau  dc“Cha- 
grfii."  so  that  lx>th  were  in  a  sense  estab¬ 
lished  literacy  p*ople.  Balzac,  however, 
hajd  still  si-vere  struggles  before  him.  for 
h< -j  was  slow  in  establishing  supremacy. 
He  had  a  sincere  admiration  for  Georges 
Sajnd’s  talents,  and  it  is  well  known  that 
the  character  of  Camille  Maupin,  in 
••Beatrix,"  was  founded  An  a  careful 
study  of  the  authoress  of  "LeHa’'  and 
tlw*  rest.  But  no  friendship  existed  U-- 
t ween  the  two  Ivyond  frank  literary 
comradeship.  It  seems  strange  to  hear 
that  Georges  Sand  found  Balzac  under¬ 
taking  to  read  Rabelais  aloud,  altogether 
too  coarse;  indeed,  she  denounced  him, 
“Vous  ctes  un  gros  effronte!" — The 
GentU'inan's  Magazine.
